The Map Urgently Poses the Problem 


Along with this comment goes a 
map. 

Note the great dark shadow of Com- 
munist countries which, by land-weight 
mass, dominate the Asian picture. 

Take a look, too, at how strategi- 
cally placed is that tiny, southern half 
of the peninsula which is Korea. Espe- 
cially is that true with relationship to 
the dot which is Formosa, and the 
somewhat dwarfed islands of the Phil- 
ippines. 

Then take a look at southeast Asia. 

In a very real sense, it is of even 
more vital importance, strategically, 
politically and economically, than Ko- 
rea. The fight in Indochina, now the 
major war involving Communist 
armies, with that of Malaya second, be- 
comes more important and meaningful 
as we look at it and consider what the 
world would be if all that map were 
black. 

Preoccupied by Korea, for the good 
réason it was considered “our war,” we 
forgot about the imams of southeast 
Asia. 

In this area are more than 600,000,- 
000 persons, most of the world’s nat- 
ural rubber, much of its tin and oil and 
other strategic materials. 

Look at the map again. 

Imagine Russia and China in pos- 
session of India, Pakistan, Burma and 
other areas in that part of the world. 
Taking over the Middle East, with its 
great volume of oil and manpower, 
would be easy. 

Look again at what the situation of 
the Philippines would be if the map 
were black. 

It is a thought-provoking map. 

The area is one of vast poverty.

WASHINGTON—After the truce—what? 
The answer is already being given, for 
the news is filled with double-talk from 
some UN officials here and abroad—the 
start of a welching on promises and a 
surrender of principles as the sacrifices of 
the brave are quickly forgotten. In Wash- 
ington, in London, in Paris—they are al- 
ready talking ‘‘compromise,” and ultimate 
admission of Red China 

into the. UN. 

A majority of UN 
member nations are re- 
ported ready to isolate 
‘the U. S. government 
which still opposes Red 
China. A _ surprising 
number of people in 
this country, however, 
seem to feel that it is 
time ‘‘to accommodate” 
Red China. 


To iustrate: A leading newspaper which 
has been advocating a warm attitude to- 
ward the government of Red China says: 

“For resiliéncy—the ability to adjust 
quickly to new situations—is a primary 
qualification of adept diplomacy. In this 
case an indication, might do a lot to avoid 
later difficulty with our Allies.’’ 

Then one turns to another page and 
reads there an article written by a veteran 
American commentator on international af- 
fairs. He writes: 

‘“‘A round-table conference could discuss 
new constructive plans for Korea in which 
Dulles’ promise would be transcended and 
the United States, to put it bluntly, gotten 
off the hook.... 

“It would be impossible for Dulles to 
honor all the promises. 

There follows a reference to some of 
the promises made to President Rhee 
which it appears now we didn’t mean to 
keep at all. 

But what meets the eye next? Another 
item with a single column headline says: 
‘“‘Aid increase to Indochina feared.’ This 
dispatch from Indochina tells us_ that 
French officials ‘‘expressed deep. concern 
over the possibility that the Chinese now 
would turn southward to boost the quan- 
tity of war materials they have been send- 
ing to the Communist-led Viet-Minh.”’ 


What has become of the solemn warn- 
ings issued by our government, Great Brit- 
ain and France that a truce in Korea must 
not mean a build-up of the aggressor in In- 
dochina? 

Logically, if present-day pacifism and 
peace-at-any-price policies are a true re- 
flection of American opinion, then it is to 
be presumed that the draft law will be re- 
pealed and serious consideration given to 
the prompt withdrawal of American forces 
from Europe as well as Asia. For, it will 
be asked, why use military threats or ar- 
mameént language. at all—why not leave it 
all to the ‘‘resiliency” of the new-fashioned 
diplomacy?

WASHINGTON ~—~ When President Tru- 
man announced our stand with the United 
Nations in Korea against the North Korean 
Communist aggressor; he was cheered to 
the rafters by Congress. Our people ap- 
plauded, too. When a truce finally was 
BRE es Mri signed, no cheers arose, 
ST TRIS wrnneenangs : 

no hats were thrown in 

air—in Congress or 

anywhere else. You 

_could almost hear a pin 
drop. 

In between, there 
were three years and a 
month. In_ between, 
there was blood, 140,000 
American casualties in- 
cluding over 22,000 dead. 
In between there was 

grueling war of a most frustrating sort, 
and’ a new kind for the United States, that 
is, in objective and aim. It was a confus- 
ing war, with nothing quite certain, and no 
final victory in the orthodox manner. 

So what? You hear this question all 
around, 


The asking of the question and the lack 
of any soaring elation with the end of this 
strange war—all that bespeaks a new ex- 
perience for us and, in a way, a sense of 
maturity. We have learned that defending 
freedom is a grim business, requiring pa- 
tience, and a long business that may go 
on and on, even with more Koreas, so that 
it is not possible just to write ‘‘finis’’ on 
what may be just an episode. 

That was’ what happened in Korea, and 
in that respect it was a very substantial 
victory—that is, if we recognize that and 
hold to it in the future. 


We recall that out of the Second World 
War there came a world organization de- 
signed to prevent future wars. That or- 
ganization, the United Nations, created at 
San Francisco, finally got its first test of 
its collective security principle, which is its 
essence, when an aggressor, North Korea, 
attacked a ward of the UN, South Korea. 


Had the UN not accepted the challenge, 
it would have wilted away and died, even 
as did the League of Nations. Communism 
would have swarmed over Japan and by 
now, perhaps, would have spread its con- 
trol over other free areas in the Pacific. 

While keeping Red China pinned down 
in Korea and thus preventing concentrated 
conquests in other directions, particularly 


Indochina, we also bought time to oan up 


our own defenses. 


Our allies feared risking a war with all 
Asia that might explode into a third world 
war and so, as a matter of fact, did top 
officials here, including the military. Sig- 
nificant it is that some who would broaden 
the war, requiring all sorts of American 
resources and many men, include members 
of Congress who consistently have voted 
against adequate defense appropriations. 
Nor do they seem to realize that, in col- 
lective security, decisions cannot be indi- 
vidyal, but must represent the consensus 
of all; for, once the die is cast, all must co 
operate, @lse collective security is no good.

Physical Laws Lead Atomic Scientist 
To a Spiritual Faith That Is Deeper 


OAK RIDGE, Tenn.—His name is Wil- 
liam Grossenor Pollard, and by trade he is 
a nuclear physicist, a man who peers into 
the heart of the atom and seeks to compre- 
hend its mysteries. 

Not long ago there was a great furor 
about him, for he stood up frankly before 
an altar, with his four sons or him 
as acolytes, and took sistance 
the vows of a deacon 
in the Episcopal 
Church. Folks seemed 
to think there was 
something strange about 
that. The newspapers 
sent reporters to inter- 
view him and the mag- 
azines took his picture. 

Their interest puz- 
zled Bill Pollard, scien- 
tist and priest. He sees 
no reason why a physicist or a chemist or 
a theoretical mathematician, or any other 
man whose calling it is to explore the great 


unknown of the physical world, should not. 


af the same time seek to: interpret ‘to his 
fellowmen the profounder mysteries of the 
spiritual world. 

The same God who made the stars and 
the tiny cosmos of the atom made man, 
who stands halfway between the atom and 
the stars, Bill Pollard believes. No man 
who probes the mysteries of science can 
fail to find his heart turning to a deeper, 
stronger faith. In the laws that rule the 
universe, from the great swing of the 
planets in their courses to the wheel of the 
electron around its nucleus, he sees the 
hand of God. 

Yet Bill Pollard, in his search for scien- 


tific truth, in no way feels he is motivated 
by a search for proof there is a God. Man 
needs no proof of that great fact, he thinks. 
He needs only faith—the kind of faith that 
simple unlearned men have always held in 
their hearts without the need for proof. No 
man has ever seen the atom, has ever 
touched its separate parts, felt it, tasted it, 
known and understood it completely. 

But men’s reason has told them it was 
there and their minds have sought and 
found the secret of unlocking its vast pow- 
er. No mortal man of our time has ever 
seen God. But in their hearts they know He 
is there and that His power is limitless. 
That we have not unleashed that power, 
Bill Pollard believes, is due to our ignor- 
ance and lack of understanding. 


In the past 50-odd years we have seen 
the world’s greatest intellects, turned to the 
study of the physical world, and untold 
mysteries have been revealed to us. In the 
next 50 years, Pollard believes, the world’s 
greatest intellects will turn from the study 
of materia] things to the study of the 
things of the spirit, to God’s plan for man 
on earth and man’s relationship to his 
Maker and to his fellow man. 

Upon the materialistic base on which we 
have built our civilization, we will build 
a new civilization whose foundations are 
the eterna] truths that God has sought to 
reveal to us but which we have never yet 
clearly understood. 

To Bill Pollard, scientist-priest, it is 
the great glory of our age that this tran- 
sition from materialism to theology is be- 
ginning. It is, as well, he thinks, our only 


hope.

Tentative plans call 
for a two-day program, 
with an important ad- 
dress to be delivered 
by Adlai Stevenson, 
past presidential nomi- 
nee of the party. By 
that time Stevenson 
will have returned from 
his world tour and is 
expected to have many 
interesting observations to make. . 
From the way the meeting is being 
set up, it promises to be a miniature of 
the proposal that has been made for having 
the party hold a national convention every 
two years instead of waiting for presiden- 
tial election years. Such a proposal is now 


under study by the National Committee. 


In addition to a major address by Stee 
venson and probably Truman, the two-day 
gathering will include a meeting of the 
Democratic National Committee and vari- 
ous other committees having to do with 
campaign strategy and raising funds to 
finance the 1954 political battle over con- 
gressional control. 

On the whole, an interesting session is 
planned. Congress will have adjourned by 
then and it will be possible to review the 
record of the Eisenhower. administration in 
its first nine months.

It is not beyond the realm of possi- 
bility that foreign events may be clarified 
enough in the next 12 months to permit 
balancing of the budget and giving some 
tax relief, which would be valuable assets 
to the administration.

“If the Federal Government 
takes over the sales tax field, the 
states will be without any tax 
sources to finance their opera- 
tion,’’ Talmadge aserted. .

Though industry taking an 
increasing portion of the economic 
spotlight, Cornelia still ships out 
carloads of apples and peaches 
each year. Her ‘‘trademark’’ is 
the big red apple, believed to be 
the only monument in the world 
erected to the apple. The con- 
crete and steel replica is mounted 
on a large pedestal in the exact 
center of town. 

Cornelia’s agricultural picture 
also includes poultry. The area 
is in the heart of northeast Geor- 
gia’s poultry industry and boasts 
climatic conditions favorable to 
every phase of poultry farming. 

Although the topography around 
Cornelia does not favor large- 
scale farming, a surprising vari- 
ety of crops, including cotton, 
corn and other vegetables, are 
grown profitably. 

DIVERSIFIED INDUSTRY 

Cornelia residents take pride 
in their diversified industry. The 
annual payroll of business and 
industrial plants is estimated at 
$4,500,000. 


The largest plastic-weaving 
plant in the world is located here 
and draws heavily on the towns 
approximate population of 3,500 
for its employment. The Lumite 
Division of Chicopee Manufac- 
turing Co. produces plastic fab- 
rics used chiefly in automobile 
seat covers, home and office fur- 
nishings and other phases of mod- 
ern living. 

The second largest plant, em- 
ploying approximately 250, is the 
International Furniture Co., 
which converts hard wood into 
framework for furniture.

One of the outstanding contest 
plots in the county this year is 
that of 4-H boy Freeman Garrett. 
who fertilized with 700 pounds of 
4-12-12, 450 pounds of soda and 
24 wagon loads of stable manure. 
He planted in 32-inch rows 14 
inches in the drill.

The continued trend of popula- 
tion from rural to urban areas 
is giving city schools more teach- 
ers at the expense of small coun- 
try schools in Georgia. 


This was reflected Tuesday in 
a report by Claude Purcell, direc- 
tor of administration and finance 
for the State Department of Edu- 
cation. 


He said the trend came to light 
as be began notifying school su- 
perintendents of their state teach- 
er allotments for the coming 
year. The allotment for each 
school is based on its average 
daily attendance last session. At- 
tendance declined at many rural 
schools. 


The state school system has 
employed 741 additional teachers 
for the coming year. 


Purcell said the largest in- 
crease in teacher allotments was 
earned by the Atlanta city 
schools. They gained 124 new 
teachers for a total of 2,209. 

Citys and county systems of 
Greater Atlanta all gained state- 
paid teachers. Comparisons of 
next year's and Jast year’s allot- 
ments for systems other than At- 
lanta are: Fulton, 552 and 539:

Officials believe he 
may build up the Communists, 
who have been outlawed in Iran’ 
since 1949, until they can eventu-| 
ally overthrow him and his _ na- 
tionalist government. 


A pro-Communist government in 
Iran, they believe, could turn over 
the nation’s vast oil resources to 
the Soviet war machine while si- 
multaneously depriving the West 
of a major oil source. 

The flow of oil from Iran to the 
West has been virtually paralyzed 
since August of 1951 when Iranian 
troops took over the billion-dollar 
oil company developed by the 
British.
